Resolved, That as the Supreme Court of 


the United StHtes has solemnly adjudged thai 
State officers are under no obligations to fulfil 
duties imposed upon them as such officers, by 
act of Congress, we do not therefore consider 
it our duty, or the duty ofthe city officers of
